How Home Was Saved by a Goose. 
The story is related of the fourth siege 


of Borne, in tho year 887 before (Jhpat. 
A number of Gauls, under tho command 
of Brennus, entered Upper Italy, and 
laid siege to several places. 
KoincS in- 


terfered, and by this act simply irritated 
the invaders, who marched against the 
" Empress of tho World." A biittlo was 
fought and the Romans were defeated. 
Rome was now practically at tho mercy 
of the Gauls. Tho Senate Lid not enough 
men left after the battle to defend the 
"Eternal City,"and so they throw all 
the men capable of bearing arms into 
the Capitol, and sent away all useless 
mouths ; the old men and women and 
children took refuge in tho nearest cities. 
There remained iu Home only a few 
pontiff's and ancient Senators, who, not 
being willing to survive cither their 
country or its glory, generously devoted 
themselves to death, to appease, accord- 
ing to their belief, the auger of tho in- 
fernal 
gods. These were found by 


Brennus, and for a time their splendid 
habits, their white beards, their air of 
grandeur and firmness astonished tho 
Gauls and inspired a religious fear iu 
the army. Finally, however, the Gauls 
massacred the Senators, and all who 
had not escaped were slaughtered, and 
then they attacked the Cupitol. While 
the Gauls plundered the city, tho coun- 
try round was recovering from its defeat. 
Camillus was chosen loader of tho Ro- 
mans, and while tho Gauls were revel- 
ing they attacked tho invaders and 
killed many of them, Cauiilliis was 
proclaimed tho savior of his country, 
but ho refused to Jo anything us their 
leader without tho order of the Senate 
nnd the people shut up iu tho Capitol. 
It was almost impossible to gain access 
to them. A young Roman, however, 
had tlio hardihood to undertake this 
perilous enterprise, ami was successful. 
Camillns was declared Dietator, and 
collected a largo army. Tho Gauls had 
discovered tho traces left by the young 
Boman. and Brennus attempted during 
tho night to surprise tho Capitol by thu 
same path. After tuanj- efforts, a few 
succeeded in gaining tho summit of tho 
rock, and were on the point of scaling 
the wiills; tho sentinel was asleep and 
nothing seemed to oppose them. Somo 
goeso, consecrated to Juno, wero awak- 
ened by tho noise mado by tao onomy, 
and began to cry as they do when 
they are disturbed. Maulius, a person 
of consular rank, ran to tho spot, en- 
countered tho Gauls and hurled several 
from the rock. The Romans wero roused 
and tho enemy wero driven back; and 
ultimately we're defeated in open battle 
by Camillus, who lias been colled Rofuo'e 
second founder.—Chii-ayo Inter Ocean.
